Right of Eminent Domain 
T hat the right of individuals to exercise eminent 
domain upon lands of tile State, when such lands 
have been included in the establishm ent of a federal 
forest reserve, is declared unimpaired by the Su­ 
preme Court of California. 
T he Desert Water, Oil 
arid Irrigation Company brought 'bn action in emi­ 
nent domain to obtain one-sixteenth of a section of 
school land in Mono County, which is included in a 
forest reserve. 
This action was resisted and suit 
resulted in the lower court deciding in favor of the 
plaintiff. 
T he Government then demanded a new 
trial, which was refused and appeal followed. 
The 
Attorney General in his appeal maintained that the 
lauds had been devoted to a public use, and had 
been withdrawn so as not to be subject to eminent 
domain. 


The Supreme Court 
held 
that the creation of 
a forest reserve upon the land by the federal gov­ 
ernm ent did not constitute the devotion of the land 
to a public use by the State, as the existence of the 
fur* st reserve did not impair the S ta te ’s title to tho 
laud. 


Ju stice Henshaw, who 
wrote 
the 
decision, 
re­ 
marked: 
“It is a manifest fact that iii a State such 
as California, a large part of whose territory and 
whose natural resources are taken away from State 
control, the denial of the right of taxation to such 
lands are developments of governmental ideas not 
dreamed of at the time of the adoption of the Con­ 
stitution 
Iii California the cause of conservation 
would not suffer if entrusted to the State its e lf -' 
T h e judgment of tile lower court was affirmed. 


Eggs Fifty Years Old 


E g g s from China for the first time in the history of 
Los Angeles were offered on the Produce exchange 
Wednesday 
'Iffiest eggs compete with local ranch 
eggs and the price at which they were offered was 
.Ti cents per doz* n. 
Their appearance in the mark* , 
forced the price of ranch eggs down. 
In this connec­ 
tion it might be remarked that the Chinese and the 
Japanese have a method of preserving eggs that will 
keep them for ages. 
Dr. C. M. O'Leary, a well known 
member of the Los Angeles Stock Exchange, who 
spent a number of years in the Orient, has eaten 
eggs there which had been preserved for fifty years 
and more. 
T he egg shell is covered with some kind 
of a shellac, the manufacture of which is kept secret, 
and they are buried in tile ground. 
When removed 
years afterward and broken open the meat in the 
shell has turned black, but when cooked are as 
palatable as fresh eggs. 
Dr. O'Leary has experi­ 
mented with coating empty egg shells with a var­ 
nish and burying them for a year or more. 
When 
uncovered the shell is as perfect as when placed in 
the ground 


To Dam the Tuolumne 
Preliminary plans toward financing the construc­ 
tion of a dam at a natural reservoir site on tho 
Tuolumne River, eight miles above the La Grange 
dam. are being discussed by the Modesto Board of 
Irrigation Directors. 
It is estimated the work will 
cost about $2,000,000 and will afford storage for SOO,- 
000 acre feet, which would provide two extra irriga­ 
tions. 
The expense would be shared between the 
Turlock and Modesto districts, each being equally 
benefited. 
The directors will soon call aa election 
on a bond issue of $010,000 for tile completion of 
the system within tho present confines of tile dis­ 
trict. 


Make Your Income Report 
Unless you make a report by March I, showing 
tile exact amount of income you have received be­ 
tween January 31.

& Co. was $400,000,000; Armour & Co., $350,000,000; 
Morris & 
Co., $175,000,000; the Cudahy Company, 
$110,OuO,OOO, arid Sulzberger & Sons Company (esti­ 
m ated), $125,000,000. 
This enormous total is greater than the gross rev­ 
enues of ten of the larger railroad system s of the 
country. 
T he volume of capital required by the 
packers to make their turnover of $1,155,000,000 was 
insignificant compared with that employed by the 
ten railroad companies to do about the sam e amount 
of business.

ies. 
T h e statement says, in p art- 
“A num ber of banks appear to be under the im­ 
pression that only hanks located in reserve cities 
are required as a matter of law to signify their ac­ 
ceptance of the Federal reserve act within sixty (lays 
from its passage. 
All national hanks are required to 
signify t heir acceptance or non-acceptance of the 
terms of tile act within sixty days, irrespective of 
their location. 
It is not compulsory that State banks 
and trust companies shall signify within Bixty days 
from the passage of the act their intention in the 


m ath r.” 
Almost 6,000 national hanks have made legal ap­ 
plication for membership in the new system up to 
today, and as there are only 7,500 national banks 
in the United States, anil since by far tile greater 
portion of the applicants are national banks, indi­ 
cations must point to but few remaining without the 
system. 
The limit on national banks is February 22. 
According to Treasury officials, the total capital of 
the national bunks which have formally applied rep­ 
resents about 70 per cent of the total capital of all 
the national hanks. 
Eighty-two S tate banks and 
trust companies have applied for membership, and 
since the approval of tho reserve act, December 23, 
sixty-four such institutions have expressed their de­ 
sire to become national banks.
